Three GOP Senators Ask 


For Facts of Reports 


Received Here 


Washington. June 10—(AP) — 


Three Republican senators called, 
today for a. full-scale investigation 
into reports that the United States 
has redeemed millions of dollars 
worth 
of 
German 
occupation 


money printed by Russian authori- 
ties. 


The three lawmakers—Bridges 


of New Hampshire, Ferguson of 
Michigan . and Knowland of Cali- 
fornia—told a reporter in sepa- 
rate interviews that they under- 
stand the plates to print the Ger- 
man marks were given to the 
Russians by American officials. 


Among other uses for the occu- 


pation money was to pay allied 
troops. 


Earlier reports have said that 


the 
Russian 
soldiers —drawing 


large amounts of back pay—paid 
fabulous black market prices to 
American GFs for such items as 
wrist watches and trinkets. 


The GI's, in turn, converted 


the occupation marks into dollars. 


The trade became so brisk that 


American authorities resorted to 
several methods for discouraging 
the marks-to-dollars 
conversion. 


Finally a script system was de- 
vised to replace the occupation 
currency. 


No Report Received 


A war department statement on 


April 21. prompted by 
reports 


that the loss to the treasury on 
these black market dealings might 
exceed $500,000,000, acknowledged 
that the army has accumulated a 
surplus of German currency. 


"The present holdings do not, 


however, exceed future 
contem- 


plated expenditures," the 
state- 


ment said, adding: 


"A complete report on the ac- 


quisition and disposal of these 
holdings is presently being pre- 
pared for the information of the 
appropriate committees 
of con- 


gress." 


No such report has come to 


light on Capitol hill. 


Bridges, chairman of the senate 


appropriations 
committee, 
said 


"my information is that between 
$400,000,000 
and 
$900,000,000 


worth of this money has been, 
or is being redeemed with Ameri- 
can dollars. 


"I have been told that this re-

Ferguson, a member of the sen-

"We did learn that the plates

A Weekly Letter

If you'll think back a few years, 


jou'll remember that you always 
got & premium for heavy chick- 
«ns and for small hogs. 


The OP A disregarded the pre- 


miums that \vere normally paid 
for the more desirable sizes. They 
*et a. flat, price for chickens and a 
flat price, for hogs, regardless of 
'their weight. 


And what happened? You sold 


your chickens at light xveights 
and you-r hogs at heavy weights— 
because, with a flat price, you 
could make more money that way. 


But this year the lighter weight 


hogs are again bringing a pre- 
mium. 


And so are the heavier chickens. 
Not many people in this part 


of the country have springs ready 
to sell yet. So you may not have 
paid much attention to the poul- 
try market. If not, perhaps yau 
don't realize how much of a pre- 
mium the heavier birds are bring- 
ing. 


Right now you can get 7 to 8 


cents a pound more for 5-pound 
springs than you can for 2% to 
n-pound birds. 
Demand For Fryers Well-Supplied 


Tha.t doesn't mean there isn't a 


big demand for frying size chick- 
ens. There is. But it is being well 
supplied by the commercial grow- 
ers. They sell all the'ir chickens at 
frying size. And when we sell ours 
a-t the same size, our birds come 
in. direct' competition with those 
from the commercial areas. 


Sometimes it's hard for us to 


realize how many chickens are be- 
ing raised in other parts Of the 
country. 


. If a poultry plant in the Middle 
West gets a thousand head of 
springs this time of year) they're 
getting a lot of chickens. 


But some friends of mine were 


to a poultry plant down in Geor- 
gia last week, and in "that plant 
they were, dressing two hundred 
thousand" young spring chickens 
every week. That was in one plant. 
They went to another plant and 
found they were putting out just 
as many!

That's a lot of poultry. And it's 


.good,.poultry." 


These men,'who are all'in the 


business of 
buying and - selling 


dressed poultry, told me they'd 
never seen any finer chickens! 


''There's a big difference," one 


of them told/me, "between these 
birds and those of the same weight 
that are coming from the Mid- 
west. At 21/2 to -3 pounds the Geor- 
gia birds are 'finished'. But chick- 
ens of that same weight from the 
Mid-west just don't look filled out. 
They look as if they've got the 
frame to carry more meat—and 
it's not there. But if the farmers 
grow those birds to 5 pounds, then 
they're filled out—finished. And 
you've got something people want 
—something they'll 
pay a pre- 


mium for."

Roasters Again Bring Premium 


Before the war I always used 


to, urge you to grow your chick- 
ens big—up to 5 pounds. With the 
premium you could get for heavy 
springs, it paid you to do it. ' 


As long as we were operating 


under OPA and you could get just 
as much for light chickens as you 
could for heavy ones,. I couldn't 
conscientiously advise anyone to 
grow big ones. 


But' now—with light chickens 


having, to be sold in competition 
with fryers from, the comiaercial 
areas and with heavy chickens 
bringing ,7 to Sc.a pound premium 
—I think you'll find it profitable 
to grow your chickens big.

Politics and UMT 


There are times when we under- 


stand fully why some people get 
so hopping mad at politician*. One 
of those times is when we read a 
political rumor out of Washington 
and, the next day, read the report 
of the President's Advisory Com- 
mission on military training. 


The rumor—entirely credible— 


is that there probably will be no 
action on a 
universal 
military 


training- bill even in the second 
session of the 
80th 
Congress, 


which opens next January. Why? 
Because" 1948 is an election year. 


The report's 
conclusions 
are 


Bard to refute, however easy Con- 
gress may find it to dodge them. 
They give a grim picture of the 
state of our 
national 
defense 


-which, while not new, has ever 
been, oresented, more compelling- 
Jy.Congress wffl find it difficult to 
dismiss the report lightly. Its au- 
thors are persons of brilliant at- 
tainment in their various fields— 
science, education. law. diplomacy 
and industry. They devoted six 
months to the study of our nation- 
al defense problems. Their conclu- 
sions are blunt, sensible, obviously 
honest, and undeniably disturb- 
ing-They reveal fe« wide gap "be- 
tween our present-provisions for 
national defense and what the 
commission believes are our im- 
mediate needs.' One need is uni- 
versal training, which the commis- 
«ion finds to be "the only method 
through which we could insure a 
sufficient number and dispersal of 
trained military manpower with- 
out overburdening the country's 
economy through the maintenance 
of a huge standing army, navy, 
air force and marine corps." 


Still Congress refuses even to 


^ts-iasa the matter, apparently 
through fear of losing votes. It 
postpones-action while time runs 
out, while other nations strength- 
en themselves, while this country 
•lips from eminence in the air to a 
third-rate air power. It reduces 
our military itrength without giv- 
ing thought to replacement. 


Tet the members can scarcely 


doubt that another war would hit 
this country, swiftly and devasta- 
tingly. They must realize that we 
.»r* neither preventing war nor 
strengthening the UN in its ef- 
forts toward peace by weakening 
the country's defenses. 


It has been argued thkt, in an 


atomic war, great armies would 
not be needed. Yet the President's 
commission quotes General Eisen- 
hower as saying that our fate in 
a future war would be determined 
by our ability to act and react in

lead to the establishment of an

rate within six months. 


In pre-war days when 'the value 


of the yen was 23 cents the ex- 
port-import value of trade with 
Japan amounted to around 51,300,- 
000,000 annually. The occupation 
yen has been pegged at two cents 
by General MacArthur. 


In announcing the decision to 


reopen private trade, the state 
and war department termed the 


move of "far reaching" signifi- 
cance for the Far East. 


Resumption of trade—even on 


a limited basis—'should make .it 
possible to build up "very rapidly" 
an orderly supply and demand re- 
lationship between Japan and its 
neighboring countries,

If 
they try that now they'll find 
themselves full of buckshot. You 
can't pick oranges for nothing any 
more." 


Chambers of Commerce and lo 


cal boosters societies may take 
pude in California's -great post- 
war growth. But the average citi 
zen, harrassed by increasing hous- 
ng shortages and rising prices 
would like to put a fence around 
the state with "keep out" signs to 
discourage prospective settlers.

This attitude is particularly
